On May seventeenth, the seventy 
first anniversary of the first running 
of the Kentucky Derby (according to 
our calendar), the Indianapolis Sec- 
tion enjoyed a spirited discourse on 
“Plastics From the Users Viewpoint.” 

Mr. V. E. Calvin, (the Bridge 
Expert) of Cincinnati Industries, 
helped us eat salad at the Athenaem 
Turners on April nineteenth. Later 
in the evening he treated us to most 
of the secrets of molded laminates. 

As Mr. Calvin sees it, molded lamin 
ates have a prominant place in indus- 
try and a definite place. Misuse of the 
materials will lead to trouble and 
disgrace. 

He suggests that the methods of 
fabricating can be divided: A. Contact 
Pressure, B. Diaphragm (autoclave 
and hot press), C. Compression Mold- 
ing, D. Post Forming. 

Jf paper is used as the base of the 
material it is given the. property of 
stretch by creeping. Cotton cloth 
can be given this property by using 
it on the bias or by using special 
weaves. In many cases it is necessary 
to tailor the material and to add or

The choice of resin is influenced by 
the type of fabrication to be used, 
the pressure used, the design of the 
part, and the conditions of the service. 

Post forming seems to be a remark- 
able development, but is very limited 
in shapes and requires large toler- 
ances. 

Mr. Calvin had numerous samples 
of molded laminates which gave all 
of us a good picture of the materials 
and their uses. His discussion was 
a definite contribution to our knowl- 
edge of plastics.

N. W. PENN. NEWS

The April meeting of the North- 
western Pennsylvania Section was 
held at the Press Club, Erie, Penn- 
sylvania, on Thursday, April 25. 
Preliminary to introducing the main 
speaker of the evening, Mr. J. T. 
Heinlein of the Society of Prefes- 
sional Engineers passed a very in- 
portant message along to the members 
and guests in attendance. The point 
of the message is: New Legislation 
has been passed which pertains to 
the Registration of engineers in the 
state of Pennsylvania; after June 30, 
1946 engineers will be compelled to 
take examinations for registration, 
whereas it is possible to become reg- 
istered before that date by presenting 
evidence of acceptable experience. 

The speaker of the evening was 
Mr. W. H. Kemper of the Metallurg- 
ical Department, Carpenter Steel 
Company, Reading, Pennsylvania. His 
subject was “Mold Steels and Their 
Application,” which was the fourth 
of a series covering the mechanical 
phases of plastics manufacture as 
presented in the 1946 meetings of 
the Northwestern Pennsylvania Sec- 
tion. Mr. Kemper spoke from twenty- 
two years experience in this special- 
ized field, and as such his information 
was very valuable to the engineers 
present. Important points cited were 
(a) Relief of hobbing blanks (b) Care 
in polishing the face of the hobbing 
blanks (c) Speed of hobbing.
